Mr. Ray positively 
declares that each of these cuecks are base 
fergeries. An examination of their nego- 
tiable paper at the bank revealed that there 
were two or three pieces of bogus 
paper among it now yet due, which 
nad been deposited there by Morel.

A MISSING BROKER. 


CAUGHT ON TH® FLY IN CHATTA- 
NOOGA YESTERDAY. 


Nathan Emanue), a Merchandise Broker, Arrested on 
a Charge of Cheating and Swindling- How He 
Got Short tothe Tune of Eight Hundred 
Dollarsand What Has Come of It. 


Nathan Emanuel, an Atlanta merchandise 
broker, was yesterday arrested in Chatta- 
nooga upon a telegram from the chief of po- 
lice of this city, and will be brought back to 
Atlanta to-day. : 

Emanuel has been a broker in this city for 
several years past, and is well known in com- 
mercial circles. For along time he has had 
an Office in the basement of the Dodd build- 
ing on Alabama street at the corner of Pryor. 
He has been an industrious and bard worker, 
and had acquireda good trade but it now 
seems that his method of transac 
ting business was not exactly hon- 
est. Something over one year 
ago Emanuel opened negotiations with the 
Hart Bagging company, of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
and the result of the correspondence between 
the two concerns was a consignment of 
bagging valued at $800 to Emanuel, The 
consignment was disposed of by Emanuel, 
and then the manufacturers made a demand 
for their $800 less Emanuel’s commission. The 
first demand did not meet withits object and 
third call was made, Still

Telegrams containing bis description wentout 
in all directions Wednesday, and yesterday 
morning areply- came from the chief of po- 
lice at Chattanoeg:, stating that Emanuel 
was in that city. Chief Connolly anSwered 
immediately, directing his arrest and deten- 
tion... The arrest was accomplished and a 
man will be sent for Emanuel to-day. 

Emanuel is well known in Atlanta. He is 
asmall. neat lookiug man. His complexion 
is very dark apd his black hair and 
black mustache indicated to the observer his 
Jewish blood. je is a married man, and his 
family reside on Loyd street, near ]*air street, 
Last ‘night a CONSTITUTION representative 
called at the residence (to ascertain when the 
husband left Atlanta. His knock was 
answered by a half-dozen small children, and 
when Mrs Emanuel made her appearance it 
was @pourent that she knew nothing of her 
husband's arrest. in response to questions 
Mrs. Emanuel said that ber husband had left 
home on Tuesday night, but that she did not 
knew where he bad gone or when he would 
be back. She thouzht, however, that he 
would return next week. 
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THE FIRST STEAMBOAT 


& Georgia Man Who Conceived the Idea before 
Fulten Thougkt of I*. 

It is not generally known thata Georgia 
man was the realinventor of the s'eambvat 
and that the first steam craft plied on Geor- 
gia waters. Such however is true, and whiie 
Faiton carried off the honors and deserved all 
the fame be has received, yet a Georgia 
genius mas_-—«s really the (first to put 
steam to use on a vessel, Occasionally 
there flits under the editorial eye a paragraph 
which states that one of General James Long- 
street’s ancestors first conceived the idea of a 
steamboat. Yesterday a ConsTITUTION man 
caught the general at Jeisure for a moment 
and asked himif there was really any truth 
in the report. 

‘there is,’ said the general. ‘My grand- 
father, whose name was William Longstreet, 
was the inventor of a steamboat at 
least ten or fifteen years before 
Fulton made his-trip on the Hudson. It was 
in 1774 or 1775, I think,that he made the first 
trials. He conceived the plan and worked on 
itfora longtime at his home in Augusta, 
At last his money gave out and he applied to 
Governor Telfsir for aid in the project. No- 
body took any interest in the oid man’s 
scheme and all regarded itas wild and vis- 
sionary. The great obstacle was the construc- 
tion of boilers. My erandfather offered 
to make the experiment with a wooden boil 
er and did actually construct a_ boiler of 
wooden staves like a barrel and wi h strong 
iron hoops onit. It was the crudest sort of 
thing but the boat ran all rizht or enough so 
to show that the right line had been struck. 
Still, however, nu one took stock init and 
the old man baving expended all his fortune. 
in a vain endeavor gave up,” 

“The peorle thought it a 
scheme?”’ 

“Yes, they considered him crazy, and said 
that if he could make boats run on the water 
he could make them run on land, and possi- 
biy he might make it too lively for the Iund- 
lovers Ly scooting around over the country.”’ 

‘I guess you heard most of this from your 
father,’’ observed the reporter. 

‘No. I never saw my grandfather, as he 
died before I was born, and my tather never 
told me much aboutit. I got nearly all my 
information from old ladies around Augusta, 
many of whom used to tell me thatthey well 
remembered the boat. I understand that 
there are ladies in Augusta now who have 
seen the old boat. It was about one hundred 
years ago that it ran on the river at Augusta, 
aud they doubtiess remember the old hull 
which must bave lain around for sometime. 
Yes, sir, you can say that 4 Georgia man was 
the first to invent a steamboat, and it would 
have been successfully put through if he had 
had the means.’’
